Bruno wins, 
Lackey 
breaks, Noyce 
extends lead

BAUERN, WEST GERMANY, 

JUNE 24 

Jean Jacques Bruno, riding a 
works KTM, became the first 
Frenchman to score an overall 
win in a World Championship 
MX GP when he put together a moto 
win and a fifth place finish in the West 
German GP. Close on his heels was 
Belgian Andre Malherbe on the works 
Honda who was seventh in the opening 
moto and then came back to win the 
second. 

It was a disastrous day for American 
Brad Lackey as he seized the motor in 
his Uni-Trak Kawasaki in the first 
moto while running sixth and then 
struggled to a ninth place finish in the 
final moto, reaping a grand total of 
two GP points. 

Meanwhile, British champion 
Graham Noyce maintained his narrow 
lead at the top of the championship 
points table over Dutchman Gerrit 
Wolsink. The pair put in determined 
rides that found them just one point 





apart at the end of the day - Noyce on 
top. 

Heikki Mikkola chose not to ride af- 
ter struggling to time 2lst fastest. 
Mikkola was apparently still suffering 
from a rib injury sustained in his crash 
in the Canadian GP. 

Local ace Herbert Schmitz hurled 
his Maico into a brief first moto lead 
ahead of Bruno, Maico riders Fritz 
Kobele, Bengt Aberg and Ivan van 
den Broeck and Malherbe. Bruno 
outbraked the German halfway 
round the first lap and proceeded to 
motor away in fine style, obviously 
relishing the ‘slick, baked surface so 
reminiscent of his mative France and 
pulled 10 seconds clear of Schmitz and 
an unexpectedly swift Aberg. 

Kobele, meantime, crashed and 
retired, while Malherbe survived two 
spills as his throttle jammed wide open 
and dropped to 17th position before 
staging a brave recovery. 

Noyce had gated 12th, but spun off 
on lap two and lost four places prior to 
commencing the long haul back into 
the fray. By lap five Bruno, Schmitz 
and Aberg were clear of a titanic bat- 
tle involving van den Broek, Wolsink, 
Lackey and sizzling Roger DeCoster, 
followed distantly by Hakan Ander- 
sson and Noyce. 

Two circuits later DeCoster pitched 
himself almost simultaneously past 
Lackey and Wolsink and took off after 
Aberg and Schmitz. This pair swap- 
ped places on lap 10 as Lackey slowed 
and retired the Kawasaki, and van den 
Broeck slid off the Maico damaging 
his front brake lever and putting him- 
self back into the clutches of Gerard 
Rond. 

Less fortunately, Andersson, dns 
severe pressure from Noyce, had piled 
his Husqvarna into a tree alongside 
Beuern's infamous triple jump and

was removed to hospital with leg and 
stomach injuries. 

For several hectic laps, Schmitz shut 
out every move by the forceful 
DeCoster, finally succumbing as the 
wily ex-champ cut inside to loud and 
prolonged applause from the bubbling 
crowd and neatly stitched up the Ger- 
man counter-offensive. 

By this stage, Malherbe was 
breathing hard on Rond and van den 
Broeck. On the penultimate lap“ he 
ripped past the latter, then dug a way 
through the stocky Dutchman's con- 
siderable defenses midway round the 
final tour to take a heroically earned 
seventh spot. 

Bruno ran out a stylish victor, 
followed by a powerful stream of pur- 
suers; Aberg leading DeCoster, Sch- 
mitz, Wolsink and Noyce, who had 
hammered away relentlessly at the 
Dutchman's advantage without 
ultimately reaping any reward. 
Despite the possibility of broken bones 
in his foot after jammping it in the 
closing minutes of moto one, Bruno 
came out for the second race, ap- 
parently without any adverse effect on 
his sparkling form as he chased Fritz 
Kobele off the line in front of Malher- 
be and Noyce. 

The Honda duo quickly established 
themselves at the front, as Kobele un- 
wittingly obstructed a buzzing train of 
prospective challengers comprising 
Wolsink, Aberg, DeCoster and Rond. 
Lackey was downfield and showing no 
ambition to be anywhere else. Van den 
Broeck crashed in a fast, slippery right 
hand bend and retired. 

Kobele was duly demoted to eighth 
place by lap eight as Canada’s Stan 
Currington added to the triple jump’s 
victims by dropping his Suzuki and 
restarting at the back of the field. 

Wolsink and DeCoster gradually 





wore down Bruno, eventually slipping 
past the gallant Frenchman on the 
half hour. Roger D. was especially im- 
pressive, consistently bounding up the 
triple steps in two gigantic leaps, to the 
appreciative cheers of his enthusiastic . 
audience. 

Four laps from home, Noyce's long, 
hard pursuit of Malherbe was tem- 
porarily halted when he dropped the 
Honda in a loose hairpin bend, but 
remounted without endangering his 
second place. 

The first four men were well spread 
out at the finish, but Bruno had come 
under increasingly uncomfortable 
scrutiny from Aberg until the grizzled 
Swedish veteran began to tire and fade 
out in the dying minutes. 

Behind them, Rond fell heavily at 
the same point as van den Broeck, 
damaging his already suspect right 
shoulder and pulling out in ,some 
discomfort.. His misfortune enabled 
Lodal, riding his first Grand Prix of 
the year, to sneak into the points after 
losing out in a race-long duel with 
Lackey. 

A conspicuous absentee from, the 
points scorers was Belgian Andre 
Vromans, who lost ground sharply in 
the championship standings after en- 
doing over the lethal triple steps in the 
first moto and suffering ges 
problems in the second.

Carlqvist 
blazes on in 
France

LAVAUR, FRANCE, JUNE 17 


Beneath the appropriately fier- 
ce sunshine of southern France, 
Husqvarna’s Hakan Carlqvist 
blazed his way to a pair of 
brilliant wins in the French 250cc MX 
GP. His double wins consolidated his 
already tightening iron grip on this 
year's title race. 

His leading challenger and indeed 
the only other man who can now take 
the championship, England's Neil 
Hudson, was sidelined in the first moto 
with a broken front wheel, indicative 
of the fast, punishing race conditions 
induced by a hot, windy day. 

American riders Jim Pomeroy and 
Jim Turner did not contest the event. 
Pomeroy was in Belgium awaiting his 
new SWM ride as a member of Joel 
Robert's team after his amicable split 
with Bultaco. Turner, meanwhile, was 
undergoing treatment fora severely 
sprained wrist sustained in the Polish 
250cc round, in which he crashed 
hard. To make matters worse, he had 
blown the motor in~his Dodge van 
prior to the Polish event. 

1978 250cc World Champion Gen- 
nady Moiseev slid down the table af- 
ter retiring early in both motos. 

Carlqvist emerged from the swirling 
dust of the first bend in moto one 
ahead of Hudson, Jean-Claude 
Laquaye (SWM), Vladimir Kavinov 
(KTM), and Rolf Dieffenbach (Uni 
Trak Kawasaki), leaving Jaroslav Falta 
(CZ), Fernando Munoz (Montesa) and 
Michele Margorotto (Montesa) in 
trouble after the Spanish champion 
had been hit from behind. 

Hudson clung on to the speeding 
Carlqvist as they opened up a gap over 
the rest of the field, but after 20 
minutes he slowed dramatically when 
the Maico's front wheel began to disin- 








tegrate, leaving Carlqvist an un- 
challenged victory. Dieffenbach’s 
Kawasaki had shed its chain, and 
Kavinov should have inherited second 
place upon Hudson's unfortunate 
demise, but the sturdy little Russian 
fell and was repassed by Laquaye. The 
big Belgian then fended off the KTM 
until his front wheel collapsed six laps 
from home, just as the same fate befell 
Rob Hooper (Maico), after a long, 
dusty pursuit had carried him past 
Dutch number two Benny Wilken 
(Maico) into a threatening ninth spot. 

Kavinov briefly led the second moto 
away from Semmens, Carlqvist, Dief- 
fenbach and Antonia Elias (Bultaco), 
as Van Velthoven and Erik Sundstrom 
(Husqvarna) assumed the role of first 
turn victims. 


On the second lap Carlqvist and 


Dieffenbach came hurtling by, while 
Hudson, having lost precious time at 
the start taming a rearing Maico, was 
working hard to squeeze past 
Laquaye. 

Falta pulled out, exhausted by the 
first race effort which had carried him 
through from dead last to 13th place 
as Nellie closed gradually on a 


` desparate struggle between Semmens 


and Kavinov which ended suddenly 
when Semmens dropped the Maico in 
a slow, awkward hairpin, aggravated a 
thumb injury sustained in Poland the 
preceding weekend, and had to retire. 

Hudson took up the challenge and 
steadily wore down Kavinov, even- 
tually outwitting the Russian at the 
end of the main straight to resounding 
cheers from the typically volatile Fren- 
ch crowd. 

The four leaders maintained for- 
mation during the closing laps, but 
not so far behined them the unquen- 
chable Suzuki finally caught Laquaye 
and drove flambuoyantly under him to 
claim a spirited fifth place, while 
Alborghetti threw the KTM past a 
tiring Boven as they entered the final 
lap to score his best overall result of 
the senes. =

For Beginners: 

Learning how it’s done 

You shouldn’t try to teach your- 
self mountain climbing, though 
it has been done, and you 
shouldn’t ride a motorcycle with- 
out competent instruction although, 
heaven knows, it is done all the time. 
No need to wonder what happens to 
those self-taught mountaineers and 
motorcyclists: — just read the paper. 
They scrape them up every day. 

Where do you find a class in 
motorcycle riding that you can attend? 
Ask your dealer, police department 
and local adult extension school. 
Courses for beginning riders are made 
available by the Motorcycle safety 
Foundation in Maryland and are 
usually taught by motor patrol 
officers, college teachers, or local 
AMA road clubs. The cost is nominal, 
and many classes provide free 
motorcycles for the course. 

Oftentimes, the few hours of 
learning you complete in a beginner 
rider's course qualifies you for a 
motorcycle drivers’ - license 
automatically. In any case, take the 
test or whatever you need to do and get 
your motorcycle operator's license or 
endorsement firmly in your pocket 
before you take to the street for your 
first ride. 

Being a full-fledged, licensed 
motorcyclist now, you can legally carry 
a passenger, but don’t. Not yet. 
Addition of a passenger's dead weight, 
no matter how small or good a rider he 
or she is, will seriously handicap your 
budding skills. Wait until you log a 
few thousand miles of solo experience 
before you go packing double. 

Chances are you've had some 
experience riding off the road on a dirt 
bike, so you already know how a 
motorcycle operates. But riding the 
street, in traffic, is far more serious 
and demanding in a different way. 
Suddenly you are riding for the other 
guy, having to make up for his 
shortcomings. You may be dead right 
in what you are doing, but dead, 
period, unless you make allowance for 
the ignorance and mistakes of other 
vehicle drivers. With this difference in 
mind, it is possible to ride quite safely 
in the worst of traffic.

Sport touring and the Honda C X500 


Getting away from it all - briefly 


Most people who buy street bikes will admit to 
being influenced in their decision by visions of 
two week cross country biking trips a la “Easy 
Rider.” The truth is a little more prosaic. The 


EPA, in their study to deter- 
mine the maximum mileage for 
which pollution control systems 
should be effective, found that 
the average mileage which a 750cc 
motorcycle accumulates before being 
junked is actually less than 10,000. 
Obviously very few people are riding 
their bikes across the state, much less 
across the country. 


The reality is that any touring the 
average bike rider does is usually 
limited to two or three day weekend 
rides, to points two to three hundred 
miles distant. These weekend tours are 
likely to be made in the company of a 
wife or girl friend on back or another 
friend with a bike. Each way has its 
advantages although we are not often 
given a choice, sex being what it is. 


Long distance touring can also ren- 
der a motorcycle pretty much useless 
for anything else. The serious long 
hauler is likely to load up his motor- 


~ 





cycle with any number of cumber- 
some, but comfort enhancing, devices. 
Frame mounted fairings, saddlebags, 
tape decks, and mama's lap seats may 
be nice on the interstate but they can 
make the daily trip to-work more of a 
hassle than riding a cafe racer. In 
Europe though, touring bikes are 
more likely to resemble cafe racers 
than loaded Gold Wings. This too can 
have merit, particularly when the road 
leads you to a long series of mountain 
sweepers. 

What most riders really need is a 
compromise - a bike that will offer 
enough comfort and room for two 
people for a weekend trip, be agile 
enough to commute in the city, and 
quick enough to make a challenging 
road enjoyable. To some extent all 
street bikes are designed with these 
compromises in mind (with the excep- 
tion of the Ducati Desmo Sport and 
the Harley Electra Glide). Fortunately 
the degree of compromise varies, 
which enables one guy to select a 


Yamaha RD400F while another can 
buy a Kawasaki KZ1300. For the rider 
who wants to do all three, there are 
several good choices, the Suzuki GS750 
being a notable example. But of all 
the bikes on the market, the one which 
seems to have been most specifically 
conceived to meet all three 
requirements of touring, commuting, 
and play racing is the Honda CX500. 

However, no motorcycle can meet 
everyone's needs right off the 
showroom floor. Every rider will tailor 
his bike to some extent to make it work 
better for him. Recognizing this, we 
decided to add to Honda's sport 
touring design some of the accessories 
we felt would enhance a rider’s en- 
joyment of the kinds of activities he is 
most likely to engage in. What we 
came up with is a set of items which 
when fitted with any reasonably good 
performing and comfortable street 
bike will make short duration tours 
and sport riding more enjoyable. 

Of course the most important part 
of the package is the motorcycle. Here 
Honda has done the job, despite what 
would seem the insurmountable han- 
dicap of a 500cc twin-cylinder engine. 
The bike actually does perform in 
each of the major areas at a level only 
slightly below the best bikes in those 
catagories. It is almost as comfortable 
as the KZ1300, handles as well as the 
RD, and is unmatched by anything on 








two wheels for handling a rush hour 
traffic jam. 

In order to accomplish this, Honda 
threw away the standard text for 
motorcycle design. In fact, after a 
close inspection of the cylinder layout, 
frame design, and clutch and tran- 
smission arrangement, it looks as if 
Honda took the engineers left over at 
the end of the Civic and Accord car 
projects and, having nothing for them 
to do, told them to go design a motor- 
cycle. The result is a very automotive 
design with.a lengthy list of unconven- 
tional features, each of which is a 
unique solution to an old design. 
problem. ` 

Water cooling reduces noise, in- 
creases reliability, and allows more 
power than air cooling. Shaft drives 
are quieter and require less main- 
tenance than chain drives. The push 
rod, four valve head produces a lot of 
power without the complexity of four 
cams, a need created by the 80 degree 
V twin-cylinder arrangement. The 
narrow V allowed compactness and 
reduced vibration over any other con- 
figuration, but created the need for 
push rods and cylinder heads splayed 
22 degrees from the crank center line. 
The transmission is below and to the 
right of the crankshaft for balance and 
rotates in the opposite direction to 
reduce torque reaction. The clutch is 
at the front because that's where it 


needed to be. The cylinder and crank- 
cases are integral, for no discernable 
reason other than automotive practice 
and manufacturing convenience. The 
engine acts as a frame member for ef- 
ficiency. The air filter snaps. out, the 
oil filter spins on, and the ignition 
timing is cast into the flywheel. The 
big puzzle is why they retained 
telescoping forks and swing axle 
suspension. 

The whole design is topped by a 
styling exercise reminiscent of the 
Suzuki -RE5 rotary, which makes one 
wonder why anyone ever buys it, par- 
ticularly when it is often disguised to 
look like a Harley Super Glide. No two 
motorcycles in the history of the sport 
could ever have been more different. 

But it works. The suspension is sup- 
ple enough and the seat broad and 
deep enough to make the bike comfor- 
table even after several hours of inter- 
state expansion joints and back road 
pot holes. Despite a displacement of 
only 500cc it really does have enough 
power to pull two people plus a 
weekend's luggage briskly up moun- 
tains and past cars without a lot of 
gear shifting. Its handling cannot be 
faulted, and absolutely nothing drags, 
even with two up. The brakes are ex- 
cellent. Finally, and most amazing, 
the transmission shifts without 
clunking and the engine responds to 
throttle changes like a normal vehicle, 
which proves that it was not designed 
by the usual Honda engineers since no 
previous Honda motorcycle has ever 
done either one of those things. 

Thus the CX500 comes about as 
close as anything to filling the varied 
needs of the average motorcycle rider, 
even if you count the irrational desire 
to look like a Harley-Davidson, But no 
bike can be perfect right off the 
showroom floor. Influenced by his 
needs and the limits of his bank ac- 
count, every rider will want to tailor 
his bike more specifically to his desires. 
This is the reason for the existence of 
the accessory industry, which can 





allow you to turn a CX500 into a mini 
dresser or a semi-superbike, depen- 
ding on your emotional needs. 

Since our stated intention was to 
enhance the bike’s sports touring 
nature, we picked items which would 
enhance its comfort and performance, 
with reducing its utility. Basically we 
came up with two groups, one a must 
list and the other a nice list. 

First on the must list, particularly if 
you are carrying a passenger, is a 
luggage rack/back rest. Any passenger 
who will ride without a back rest either 
has never ridden with one or is a 
masochist. It reduces bitching, makes 
more room between the riders, and 
serves as a handy site for lashing loose 
items. The luggage rack is essential for 
carrying extra baggage, camping 
gear, etc. However, since everything is 
carried aft of the rear wheel, it is a 
good idea not to concentrate much 
weight there as this may seriously ef- 
fect the bike’s stability and handling. 
A good quality back rest will retail at 
about $80. 

The second must for weekend 
touring is a tank bag. These make so 
much sense one wonders why they are 
not standard equipment. Since it sits 
amidships, this is the place to carry 
most of the luggage, and a good tank 
bag will carry an impressive amount. 
The one shown is an Eclipse and 
carried a weekend’s clothing for two, 
plus toiletries, three loaves of French 
bread, a bottle. of wine, and a large 
hair dryer. It is quickly detachable for 
carrying, has a transparent map 
pocket on top for reference while 
riding, and exudes quality. An ex- 
cellent must for 50 bucks. 

The last must is a bargain even 
though over priced for what goes into 
it. The N.E.P. cruise control simply 
allows you to apply drag to the throttle 
so that it will hold a constant speed 
without the rider’s grip. This enables 
you to relax your right hand and use it 
for other chores when necessary. If you 
need to slow down you simply rotate 








the throttle by hand or flip the release. 
The device is simple to install, safe, 
and for $11 will increase your riding 
comfort more than any other item. 

Those are the must list - total cost 
$141. Without these three even a 
weekend trip can be a drag. On the 
nice list are a couple of items which 
could be a must depending on your 
climate and riding habits. We list 
them in order of decreasing mustness. 

A rain suit (or suits) is a must in a 
rainy climate, a nice unless you live in 
a desert. A good one will keep your 
body dry and costs about $30. A set of 
Totes will do the same for your feet 
and cost $11. If you do much riding at 
night, a quartz halogen headlight may 
be a must. At $25 it’s a nice thing to 
have even for occasional night riding. 

Most Japanese rear shocks wear out 
rapidly, so you either have to live with 
bad handling or buy new ones. Since 
OEM shocks and springs are usually as 
expensive as good aftermarket ones, a 
set of S&Ws or Boges is a nice thing to 
have for $85. The same can be said for 
tires. Certain Dunlops, Carlisles, 
Michelins, Goodyears, Continentals, 
etc. will stop harder, stick better, and 
last longer than OEMs for about $100. 

The last nice item might not be so 
nice if you like solitude while you ride. 
The Bi-Com is a two way intercom 
between rider and passenger. It is sim- 
ply a pair of tubes which run from’ one 
person’s mouth piece to the other per- 
son’s ear and vice versa. Though it 
takes some getting used to (you 
literally stick it in your ear) it can 
make a long interstate ride more in- 
teresting if you can talk about the in- 
sanities around you. It's worth a try for 
$11. 

Total price for the nice list-$262. 
Total price for the whole package - 
$400, about the cost of a Vetter Win- 
djammer, installed. 

Equipped with the must list plus the 
intercom, we loaded up the CX500 
with a friend and the French bread 
and set out on a weekend tour to the 


“several 








mountains. Even with the load the 
Honda was impressive. The engine 
makes good power for 4000 to 9000 
rpm so that fourth gear could be used 
as slow as 40 mph. Noise and vibration 


.control are excellent which, coupled 


with the good seat and suspension, 
make the bike comfortable even after 
hours. The good throttle 
response and brakes plus excellent 
ground clearance make rapid moun- 
tain road riding possible, even with two 
up, something most bikes dislike. And 
the bike averaged 50 mpg for the 
whole trip. 

A solo morning ride did reveal the 
bike’s one shortcoming. For really 
hard charging over twisty roads the 
bike doesn't have enough 
displacement. Ground clearance, 
handling, and brakes all allow the bike 
to get through the turns with speed 
and safety, but the bike simply doesn’t 
have the beans to accelerate hard 
above 60 mph. For this kind of riding 
it seems to take about a 650cc four 
stroke or a light 400cc two stroke to get 
the job done. 

After a weekend of eating, hiking 
and skinny dipping (there’s more to 
life than motorcycles) we reloaded the 
Honda and headed back for the city. 
The last hundred miles of interstate 
are always the most severe test of a 
bike’s comfort. By the time we got 
home we weren't exactly ready for 
another hundred, but we were in bet- 
ter shape than usual. On boring sec- 
tions the backrest and cruise control, 
plus the Honda’s comfort, make things 
a lot more tolerable. And there is 
nothing like talking about sex with an 
attractive woman to make the miles go 
by in a hurry, something the Bi-Com 
lets you do. ; 

Arriving home, the tank bag was 
unsnapped and the bike was ready to 
go back to commuting. And soon, 
with the tires and shocks from the nice 
list, it will be ready to go on to the race 
track for some endurance racing to see 
just how flexible the CX500 really is. ©

The red flag came out, stopping the 
race, but the rider who set up the 
crash kept on racing, and knocked off 
yet another rider. According to the 
rules, or at least the rules that were 
used last week, if you knock someone 
off, youre disqualified. But, that was 
not the case this time. In fact, since 





the red flag stopped the race, the 
official lap score was taken from the 
lap before. The guy who put three 
other riders on the ground went on, 
got the transfer spot, and ended up in 
the Handicap Main Event where he 
took second place. 

Adding insult to injury was the way 
the same rule was interpreted a few 
races later when Gene Woods was 
scored last — the official said he made 
contact with a slower rider. That rider 
was already sliding out and on his way 
down when Gene got to him. Gene 
said, “He scared himself down. I-never 
touched him.” That was the way the 
flagmen in the corner saw it as well. 
But the official must go by what he 
Sees, not what he’s told, which brings 
up the old argument that one referee 
can’t work the entire race track. That's 
like asking one baseball umpire to 
cover the whole game from home 
plate.

Balentine takes

line he had built up a most impressive 
lead i 

The riders were anxious to get 
started on their three loops and were 
ready on'the starting line at 9 a.m. But 
they had to back off and regroup for a 
10 o'clock start’ because of another 
delay when the ambulance showed up 
late. (This is getting to be a habit with 
them!) 

The BLM was well represented at 
this race with three personnel, 
including an armed ranger in 
attendance with several very. busy 
cameras. 

During the wait Balentine was 
sporting a hat with a very interesting 
band made of the skin of a four-foot 
Mojave green rattlesnake, which he 
had recently killed. 

In the mad scramble to the bomb 
Balentine proved that he isn’t super- 
human after all, as he got off quite 
hard, but was back up and on his way 
again in a few minutes. 

Anaheim Husky's Mark Zoller had 
the lead as the dust trails converged 
onto the course past the bomb. Zoller 
had primed himself for this one and 
made the most of the dust-free trail. 

One of “Dale’s Boys,” Chuck Miller, 
was once again in the challenger's 
spot, giving Zoller a good push. 

Brad Henson, back on the scene 
after a long “recuperation,” was in the 
third spot with Greg Thomas, a very 
unheralded but deserving young 250cc 
rider, following closely behind. 

Next were Suzuki ace Rich Zajic and 
Amateur Ken Upp. 

After six 250s, three heavyweights 
made their appearance: Kevin Hasten, 
Balentine, and Ed Zarp. 

First Traïlbike was no surprise; Cliff 
Thomas has a way of usually being in 
that spot. “Doc” Morris Norman was 
the Senior leader. 

In the 26th space was “Pixie” Kelly 
Kline followed by the first two “C” 
bikes piloted by Charlie Hamill and 
Torsten Corum, a small hurricane on 
two wheels. 

The course led to the back side of 
the mountains where little relief from 
the heat could be found as the course 





led in and out of canyons and up and 

down Government Peak, leaving little 

or no time for rest. 

By the second check Balentine was 
beginning to show why he's the 
superstar he is, as he worked his way 
up through the fast traffic into the 
third spot behind Zoller and Miller. 

By the third check Miller had 
broken and Balentine was threatening 
in the second spot. Coming across the 
rolling foothills back towards the pits, 
the chase was on with Zoller throwing 
up a cloud of dust as Balentine 
grabbed more throttle on his big 
KTM. 

Zajic had the third overall spot tied 
down followed by Henson and G. 
Thomas. Zarp had the next slot 
followed by Norman, Lee Scheffers, 
and C. Thomas. 

In 11th was the first Amateur, Fred 
Strong (250cc) with first Amateur “C” 
rider, Scott Atchison, right behind 
him. 

The Novice race for the lead was a 
real duel between #537x and Dan 
Smith (400cc) as they moved over the 
course at break-neck speeds. 

The Novices, Amateurs, and 
Experts had two more loops to 
transverse, but the Beginners and 
Novice Trails had only a single loop 
to complete. It was #373c that took the 
overall Beginner win followed by Rex 
Pitts (Open), Mike Hagen (Open), and 
David Lovell (250cc). First Novice 
Trail honors once again went to Bill 
Mattox. 

As the second and third loops were 
ridden, the hardest hit by the very 
exhausting, but also very challenging, 
course were the very large number of 
Seniors. This group of extremely 

“dedicated and determined guys were 
fighting a battle between their desire 
to finish and their thoughts of giving 
in to their exhaustion. 

A familiar riding style was observed 
as the third loopers were making their 
way around the course. It was Bruce 
Ogilvie trying out -his mended 
shoulder. 

After three loops of hard riding, 
Balentine crossed the finish line for the 
win, Then the real wait began. 
Finally the blue worn by Zoller was 
spotted. In Zoller's effort to catch 
Balentine, he had, in turn, stretched a 
very respectable lead over third place 
Zajic. 5 

Scheffers had moved into the fourth 
overall spot while Dan Ashcraft, whose 
natural way of riding looks like he’s 
always on the “brink of disaster,” had 
moved him up into fifth overall spot. 

Zarp held onto sixth overall, third 
Expert Open. “Doc” Norman rolled 
past the checkered in seventh overall 
(first Senior), while Hamill had 
displayed why he carries the number 
one “C” plate by moving through the 
ranks from 27th to eighth overall, first 
Expert “C.” 

Amateur Strong was next, followed 
by Trailbike ace Thomas. John 
McCormick was the first Amateur 
Heavyweight with Dave Hornbeck 
earning the Amateur “C” honors. 

Kelly Kline was first gal while 
consistent Diane Holeman earned the 
second spot. E 

No. 537x had dropped out on the 
last loop after leading it for so long. 
Smith took the Novice win followed by 
Richard Kyees (250cc). 

Although the Buzzards club was 
sorely undermanned, they managed to 
lay out a creative course and covered it 
with three well-placed checks.

CALIENTE, NV, JULY 1 

After Jack Johnson streaked into 
the finish impound area on his 
Team Husqvarna 390, the offi- 
cial time clock seemed to be 
waiting for Husky teammate Scot 
Harden to catch up. Johnson’s time 
was still being ‘recorded as Harden 
exploded around the gravel-strewn 
pavement corner just before the finish, 
desperately trying to stop the clock in 
time. 

Harden's throttle was full-on as he 
flashed by the finish to stop the clocks 
only seconds after Johnson. Unfor- 
tunately for Harden, his corrected 
time gave Johnson a 17-second edge 
and the overall win. Harden knew it 
could be close and his final charge was 
so hard he was unable to keep from 
sliding into parked rider Tom Scales 
who was also checking in, one lap 
down, in the too-narrow, too-shallow 
impound area. 

The race was the sixth. annual 
Clover Creek Gand Prix, a Motor- 
cycle Racing Association of Nevada- 
sanctioned event sponsored by the 
Chargers West M.C. and the Caliente 
Volunteer Fire Department. The GP 


utilized a timed start, (MRAN'’s first. ° 


ever) with waves of five riders each 15 
seconds beginning with the Expert, 
Amateur, Over 38, and Novice 
divisions. 

Everyone raced along a refreshing 
and challenging 20-mile-plus course 
which combined six miles of creek bed 
zig-zagging over 20 water crossings, 
high speed roads, mountain trails, 
virgin ground, hills, sandwashes, 
rocks, plus a mile or so of road rashin' 
on the streets of downtown/residential 
Caliente. Caliente is a small, primarily 


mining town 150 miles north of Las 
Vegas and just where downtown stops 
and residential starts is hard to 
determine. 

The Chargers West work closely 
with the city council and concerned 
Caliente citizens to insure a truly 
enjoyable, truly authentic off-road 
grand prix. Nevada is one of the few 
areas where motorcycle racing, ‘the 
racers and the spectators are generally 
welcomed and encouraged to involve 
themselves. The Nevada BLM worked 
closely with the Chargers, as they will 
with other Nevada clubs and actually 
went along with club members and 
made recommendations on how and 
where the course should or should not 
go. Combine this type of active 
cooperation with equally enthusiastic 
private land owners that allow racers 
use of their land, and the Nevada 
desert provides one of the few areas 
where all of the things that used to make 
up cross country racing still happen. 

Some 50-plus Experts were flagged 
off row by row promptly at 9:00 a.m., 
with early leaders including local whiz- 
kid turned national motocross and 
supercross contender Lenny Giger ` 
riding a Honda/Kawasaki of Las 
Vegas-sponsored Kawasaki 250. His 
race was over early, however, as he 
clipped a rock only a couple of miles 
out which apparently broke his clutch 
cover. 

The course took the racers quickly 
into a creek bed where they splashed 
and roosted each other for some miles 
and then jumped onto a very fast 
section of road. This seemly simply 
portion of the course was the end of 
the line for a number of the front 
runners as the road made blind 
downhill veer to the left and then a 
sharp right, both of which were almost 
immediately obscured by dust and 
consequently caused the largest pile- 
up of the day. Current 250cc points 
leader Keith Adams was taken away 
with arm injuries as well as others with 
collarbone and rib problems. Johnson 
was sent over the bars but luckily 
landed easy and near his bike in the 
midst of what Casey Folks, recent Baja 


Class 30 winner and also involved in 
the pile up described as a “Vietnam 
War Zone.” Johnson quickly restarted 
and began chasing the physical overall 
leader Kevin Davis (250 Mai), fresh 
from the previous night’s 250cc Pro 
win at the local Las Vegas Saturday 
night motocross. They were followed 
physically by Sid Tarbet, ‘a Husky 
mounted Open , Expert, an 
unidentified pie plate rider #A, Mike 
Miller (450 Mai), and Harden. 

Sixth overall on the first lap and 
second 250cc Expert was Leonard 
Sikorski (Yam) followed closely by 
number one 250cc rider Marc 
Knudsen (KTM), on his first ride after 
breaking some toes just prior to the 
Las Vegas 400. Billy McDaniels on a 
borrowed Suzuki came around next, 
holding down first 125cc overall, 
which he did all day, and he was 
followed by the first two Amateurs and 
a surprisingly hard charging Max 
Switzer, the first Over 38 rider. I guess 
Max must be getting along OK with 
new new Maico! 

By the second lap Johnson had 
managed to put a bikelength on Davis 
into the pits.- They had about five 
minutes on now third overall Harden, 
who was followed by Tarbett, the 
phantom rider “A,” Miller and 
Sikorski. Knudsen was next, about 10 
minutes behind, now being followed 
closely by Chris Howard on a 250cc 
Maico. Howard seems to be recovering 
very well from a broken leg suffered 
earlier this season since he finished a 
close second to Davis in the 250cc Pro 
MX the niglit before in Las Vegas. 

On the third lap things started to 
get confusing as Johnson whipped in a 
35-minute lap and hurried to his pit to 
replace a flat rear tire. Davis also 
limped in, sans footpeg and with a flat 
rear tire. Harden nearly knocked 
himself silly sailing over the bars but 
recovered quick enough to move 
within one minute of Johnson, who 
was still first out of the pits to start lap 
four. Tarbet came through about four 
minutes later, being quickly pursued 
by a repaired Davis, then Sikorski, 
who was soon to drop out with a flat 
rear tire. The battle for second 250cc 
overall tightened as Howard and 
Knudsen left the pits almost together 
with Howard taking the lead when 
Knudsen slid out momentarily on the 
slippery sand covered blacktop in the 
pits. Fhe fourth lap reflected pretty 
much the same order, with Johnson 
cutting a 27-minute lap and Harden 
moving to within two minutes of him. 
The front runners were lapping more 
and more of the rest of the pack and 
considering the staggered starting 
positions, keeping track of who was 
where became harder and harder. 


After the spectacular finish of 
Johnson and Harden, one of the next 
to finish lap five was Tarbet, followed 
by Davis and, within minutes, 
Howard. Their times would be close, 
but the unofficial nod goes to Davis for 
first 250cc. A few miles out on the 
course sat a disappointed Knudsen, 
who had lost his ignition while battling 
with Howard. Rolling in next was first 
Over 38 rider Switzer who seemed to 
make up more time throughout the 
duration of the race then anyone. First 
125 overall was McDaniels who 
reported, “It’s easier letting the fast 
guys by, then trying to pass the slow 
ones.” (He started in the front row!) 

The official results will follow soon, 
after the score keeper unravels the 
200-plus tank cards and time slips. 
Keep the first weekend in July open 
next year and become a part of the

The dice for second place went all the 
way to the last lap where Michetti held 
on to a narrow lead. In the next race, 
Page jumped into the lead while Said 
and Michetti followed. Michetti 
passed Said, then started to work on 
Page. It took most of the race for 
Michetti to find an opening, but once 
he did pass Page, his stay on top was 
once again short lived. He tangled 
with a lapped rider on the 10th lap 
and went down, but then Page did the 
same thing and the lead went to Said. 
Overall it was still Page, Said and 
Michetti. 

The 125cc Beginner class was again 
a triumph for Robert Tello, Jr. (Suz), 
who took both motos. Behind him in 
both motos was Chuck Gehis (Yam) 
and Cor Schouten (Suz).

Taylor takes 
Corona home

Even though Corona regulars 
John Greenway and Marty Miller 
put in very good rides respective- 
ly in the 125cc and 250cc Pro 


classes, the show belonged to LOP’s 
Dave Taylor at Corona. Taylor won 
both classes easily with four moto wins 
in spite of the tough competition. 

In the 125cc class, he won the race 
to the first turn while Greenway fol- 
lowed on his DG Honda ahead of Rick 
Rodgers (Kaw), Keith Williamson 
(Suz) and Scott Manning (Suz). 

Both Taylor and Greenway started 
to pull away but the battle lines were 
being drawn for a hot struggle for 
third. While Rodgers and Williamson,

Orescanin finally. pulled 
slightly away and the finishing order 
was Taylor, Greenway, Orescanin, 





Todd Baldwin (Suz) and Manning. 

Taylor did the same thing to the 
250cc class with Don Griewe (Kaw) 
following through most of round one. 
The only rider who was turning faster 
laps than the LOP ’shoe was Marty 
Miller (Suz) who came up from the 
rear to pass Griewe and close on the 
leader. The checkered flag, however, 
prevented a full scale battle from 
erupting. The second race saw Miller - 
pull the holeshot but crash before one 
lap was complete. Taylor won for the 
fourth time that night with Juan 
Benavidez (Yam) second and Griewe 
third. Overall, Griewe and Benavidez 
switched positions for the money. 

The 250cc Novice race was hardly a 
race at all with Tom Hodgin (Suz) 
running away and hiding from the rest 
of the pack. The closest of his victims 
was Craig Fisher (Suz) who went 2-2 
ahead of Jim Galatioto (Suz). Hodgin, 
who is 14 years old and can count the 
number of times he has ridden a 250cc 
on one and a half hands, will contest 
the Intermediate class next time he 
rides.

Roberts suspended, fined 


GENEVA, SWITZERLAND, JULY 9 


Defending 500cc Road Race World Champion Kenny Roberts was 
“suspended” following the July 1 Belgian GP for allegedly instigating 
a partially successful rider boycott of the event. The FIM also 
“suspended” current 500cc points leader Virginio Ferrari for the same 


reason. 


Roberts, Ferrari and others riders in contention for GP class 
championships refused to race on the new three-mile Belgian track 
near Francorchamps after the recently laid asphalt weeped oil and 


made the surface slippery. 


The AMA was notified by telegram on July 2 that the FIM had 
“suspended” Roberts. An AMA spokesperson at that time said, “They 
(the FIM jury on hand at the Belgian GP) don’t have the authority to 
suspend riders except for the meet in question. They can recommend 
that the FIM suspend them, but that action would have to come at the 

* FIM Congress which doesn’t take place until this autumn.” 

AMA Government Relations Director Ed Youngblood flew to 
Geneva for meetings last week and reported to the AMA’s 
Westerville, Ohio, office on Monday morning, July 9, that he was 
leaving Geneva while the meeting concerning the Roberts, Ferrari, etc. 
suspension was still being conducted. But he told the AMA that the 
president of the FIM had assured him the “suspension” had been 
lifted. Youngblood reported that the FIM would instead fine Roberts 
5,000 Swiss Francs (approximately $2,950). 

Roberts, reached via phone at his northern California home was 
“running out the.door for 4n appointment,” but took the time to say, 
“They (the FIM) can --- up a rope as far as I’m concerned.” When 
informed that the “suspension” was lifted, Roberts said, “| figured 
that. A lot of guys didn’t ride, but they pointed their finger at Ferrari 
and me.” Roberts didn’t seem surprised or angered when informed of

the fine and its amount. 


Team, Yamaha's 500cc MX World 
Champion Heikki Mikkola described 
the Payerne, Switzerland course as

$-2 finish and Noyce with a 2-5 tally. 
Team Kawasakis Brad Lackey 
crashed and retired from the first race, 
then put the Steve Stasiefski-prepped 
Uni-Trak Kawasaki into fourth in the 
second moto. Suzuki's Roger DeCoster 
was leading the opening moto when a 
rear wheel bearing broke, leaving the 
former World Champ with a DNF for 
his trouble. Bearing replaced, 
DeCoster returned to place third in 
round two. DeCoster’s Suzuki 
teammate, Gerrit Wolsink, retained 
his second place in the series standings 
by scoring a sixth placing in the second 
moto after crashing and retiring from 
the first race. Noyce still leads the 
series with 180 points over Wolsink's 
distant 140. Lackey is third with 137, 





and he’s followed by Mikkola at 118, 
Malherbe at 112 and DeCoster at 106. 
Round 10 of the 12-race series takes 
place in Holland on July 29. 


Harry Everts blasted his works 
Suzuki to a perfect 1-1 victory in 
the July 8 French 125cc World 
Championship MX Series event.

MX isn't 
always 
motocross 


If you've been following the news 
lately, you probably know that 
President Jimmy Carter has de- 
cided that he is all for MX. Of 
course, it would be nice if he was 
expressing his interest in the sport we 
understand — motocross — but un- 
fortunately that isn't so. The “MX” 
that President Carter is all for is a 
brand-new 30 billion dollar ICBM 
missile system, which, when deployed, 
will be our latest weapon to wipe out 
the Russians should they ever have the 
notion to wipe us out. 

Its bad enough that the “Cold 
War,” as they call it, has us and them 
building nuclear bombs designed to 
blow the world up in the name of 
peace. What is worse, when they come 
down to it, is the choice of locations 
for missile launching sites. In the case 
of the newly-approved MX missile, the 
choice of where it will be deployed 
happens to be the southwest part of 
the United States — the desert areas of 
Arizona, New Mexico, Nevada and 
Utah, to be exact. ' 

Don’t stop reading, the story gets 
more interesting. 

According to those intelligent 
Pentagon planners, the “beauty” of 
the new MX ICBM is that it will be 
completely portable. The top brains 
haven’t really decided yet, but when 
the MX system is built it will be able to 
either move around: in an 
underground tunnel 20 miles long or 
along a special roadway on the desert 
surface. To keep, the Russians 
guessing, the missiles will either be 
shifted around in the trenches or 
parked in any number of hardened 
shelters along the roadway — sort of 
like the old shell game. The basic 
theory here is that by moving the 
missiles, it would take the Russians (or 
anybody else who happens not to 

“like us much) 15,000 nuclear warheads 
to wipe out the entire system of 
trenches or roadways — a theoretically 
practical impossiblity. Or so they say. 
But supposing that they don’t have 
15,000 bombs to drop, and they don’t 
get all of these new rockets, all we'll 
have to do is then bust ‘em out of the 
-trenches or take ‘em out of the parking 
sheds and zap those Commies back. 

Even though it is being planned that 
the first MX missile will be set up in 
about 1986, the concerns are more 
immediate as to where they're going to 
be. Defense officials are quoted as 
saying that when all the trenches or 
roads are laid out with everything else 
to make up the complete system, it 
shouldn’t take any more than 100 
square miles, tops.

Or, knowing that 
somebody is watching, all you'd have 
to do is look up and smile, say hello to 
your distant cousin on your mother's 
side living in Leningrad, or flip ‘em 
the finger. On the other hand, it could 
be a drag to find out that the 
emergency gas stop in your enduro was 
vaporized because the Russians 


thought it was a covert, hostile act of 


aggression by the U.S. How would you 
feel, riding through the puckerbushes, 
knowing that at any minute you could 
have a box seat for World War III? 

Well, a lot of the above is purely 
hypothetical for now but probably not 
too improbable as to what could 
happen to us in the future. Simply 
put, I don’t think that nukes and bikes 
should share the same desert, much 
less the same planet. But one can 
presume that — as crazy as it may be 
— it will happen anyway. It is 
hilarious to note that the DOD is, in its 
consideration to locate missiles in the 
desert, deciding what environmental 
impact such a move could make on the 
land. (If they have any brains, they 
should guess what will happen to the 
desert during the next war; it ought to 
be considerably worse than any bike 
race imagined.) 

You may ask, after all this 
rambling, what does ICBM missile 
have to do in the pages of Cycle.

The simple fact of life for the 
present is that our beloved government 
will most likely put these missiles in the 
desert five or six years from now, and 
they will be just as commonplace as 
puckerbushes. The fact is that even 
though a considerable amount of 
desert will be torn up to dig either 20- 
mile long trenches or build roadways 
that lead to nowhere, it won't be 
anything compared to what will 
happen if and when they push the 
button that) will start WW III. The 
clouds raised and the marks made by 
the worst motorcycle race won't be a 
drop in the bucket compared to what 
one thermonuclear warhead can do 
from a Russian SS-19 ICBM.

Hannah’s title despite Howerton’s 
win; Mosier sweeps 500cc motos

Knocking his dislocated knee back into its 
socket, Team Suzuki’s Kent Howerton charged 
back in the second moto of the Hi-Point Racing 
Products-sponsored 250cc National MX to 


whip Yamaha’s Bob Hannah and 
pull off the final race win of the 
series at High Point Raceway. 
For the second week in a row, 
Hannah had to be content with the 
runnerup spot, which was good 
enough to put the wrapper on his third 
consecutive AMA 250cc National MX 
Championship. 

Every inch of the way throughout 
the 10 race series, Howerton had 
dogged Hannah, the Greg Arnett 
prepared RH-250-79 factory Suzuki of 
Kent's having also nailed down the 
overall win at Southwick, but...“I 
really got off to a bad start in the 
series. At the first race (Hangtown) the 
bike was new and wasn't set up right. 


It handled terrible. We got it sorted 
out for the next race at Saddleback, 
but then I got a flat front tire there in 
one-moto. The following weekend in 
Phoenix it was a flat rear tire. I still 
managed respectable finishes, but not 
good enough to keep Hannah from 
pulling out a strong points lead,” said 
the Rhinestone Cowboy. 

Team Kawasaki's Gaylon Mosier 
pulled off his second 500cc National 
win of the 1979 season with his Rocky 
Williams tuned Uni-Trak KX-520 SR 
works bike and in doing so moved 
closer to the series points leader, 
Suzuki's Danny LaPorte, who finished 
seventh overall with a 15-2 day. k 


250cc National 


The opening moto on the hilly Mt. 
Morris track looked like a possible 
Hannah runaway as Bob quickly 
rocketed his OW-40 Yamaha past 
Carlos Serrano’s Maico, and Darren 
Rhoten’s Honda, to take the lead and 
pull some 25 seconds ahead of the 
field. 

Howerton had gotten off the line in 
seventh place then pushed his way past 
Suzuki’s Gillman, Moto-X Fox's 
Wosick, Honda’s Wise and the others 
to claim second after 10 minutes. By 
then Hannah seemed too distant to 
catch, but Marty Tripes soon began 
providing Kent additional incentive to 
go quicker as he battled Wosick two 
laps for third and then closed on Kent. 


On a downhill off-camber turn, 
Kent hit his foot in a rut which 
knocked his knee out of joint. “I made 
the turn at the bottom of the hill, then 
on the way back up it I threw myself 
off the side of the bike to knock the 
back of my knee and pop it back into 
place.” 

By the end of the moto Tripes had 
pushed Howerton to within 10 seconds 
of Hannah as the Rhinestone Cowboy 





just barely managed to “hold off the 
Typhoon by a wheel length at the flag. 


Larry Wosick’s Mike McAndrews 
prepared CR Honda was top non- 
factory machine in fourth ahead of 
DG's John Savitski, Scott Gillman, 
KTM'’s “Boo” Stichter, LOP’s Gregson 
and Pomeroy, and Frank Stacy on 
another KTM. Steve Wise was forced 
to drop out of the moto with a groin 
injury, while Maico’s Danny “Magoo” 
Chandler managed to stay up on two 
wheels only to have to retire with a 
twisted knee. 

Kawasaki's Jimmy Weinert retired 
from the moto, saying, “I was feeling 
dizzy and uncompetitive. I thought it 
was just better to pull off and not get 
hurt.” 

Race number two saw Howerton 
launching himself off the line with the 


’ holeshot as Serrano pulled another 


good start ahead of Wosick, Hannah, 
Stichter and Savitski. A surprise move 
was pulled by 17-year-old Wosick on 
the second lap as he diced past 
Serrano and moved up to challenge 
Howerton for the lead. For nearly a 
lap Wosick pushed to get by 
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Howerton, but then dropped his bike 
in the loose marbles caused by plowing 
the track between motos. 

By the 10-minute mark Serrano 
dropped back to 10th, Hannah was 
just four seconds off Howerton’s rear 
fender, and there was a four-way 
battle for fourth going on between 
Tripes, Stichter, Wosick and Savitski. 
Stacy, Gregson and Pomeroy played 
close. 

Lap after lap Howerton held off 
Hannah by no more than 20 feet in the 
turns and 50 feet on the straights. For 
Hannah, the Rhinestone Cowboy was 
so near yet impossible to rope in. This 
went on for 20 minutes and had the 
crowd going wild. 

Meanwhile, far behind the two 
speedsters, thé action for top privateer 
was getting pretty heavy. Savitski was 
accused of centerpunching Wosick in 
a turn and knocking the bike 
completely out from beneath him. 
Wosick quickly remounted and caught 
back up with Savitski in a few laps. 
Diving into a tight uphill lefthander by 
the finish line, Wosick had the lead on 
the inside line, but backed off slightly 
to let Savitski edge ahead. Wosick then 
got back on the gas, oversliding the 
turn and berming Savitski right into 
the trackside fencing where “John 
Boy” lost his chain to DNF the moto. 
The kid. from San Jose wasn’t going to 
let the more experienced riders 
intimidate him his first year on the 
circuit. 

LOP’s Mark Gregson, on Yamaha, 
would claim top privateer overall in 
the series with fifth overall behind 
Hannah, Howerton, Weinert and 
Tripes. Wosick would end up’ sixth, 
despite having missed five of the motos 
in the 20-moto series, due to the 
spectator who ran out in front of his 
bike at Hangtown, injuring them both 
and leaving Larry unable to ride for the

following two weeks. No doubt the 
Moto-X Fox rider will be the hottest 
new factory prospect for the 1980 
season. Wosick proved himself again 
in the second moto by claiming fifth 
behind Stichter, another hot new 
privateer. 

But the Howerton/Hannah freight 
train was still rolling. After 30-minutes 
Hannah finally closed the few 
remaining feet to Howerton’'s rear 
fender, but that didn’t mean he was 
going to get past. Howerton was still 
matching him speed-for-speed and 
line-for-line. Hannah's only chance 
was to wait for a mistake — a missed 
shift or overshot corner on Kent's part, 
but it never came. 

With two laps to go, Hannah came 
through the signaling area signifying 
defeat by shaking his head at his 
mechanic and backing off the throttle. 
Kent pulled off into the sunset to a 
secure moto victory which, coupled 
with his second behind Hannah in the 
first moto, assured Kent the day's 
overall win.

“They never let up on me,” was the 
way Gaylon Mosier described the 
pressure put on him by Yamaha's Mike 
Bell and Rick Burgett after quickly 
taking the lead of the first 500cc 
moto away from Bell on the first lap. 
“It wasn’t easy. I'd pull out a slight 
lead and then Bell would close it back 
up to just about five seconds. I didn't 
think my gearbox would stay together, 
I was using it so hard.” 

Privateer Greg Theiss ran a strong 
third for half the moto before being 
passed by Burgett, then Greg found 
himself having to battle with LOP 
teammate Marty Moates, the two of 
them on 426cc kitted YZ Yamahas. 

When Theiss and Moates bumped 
into each other on an uphill section 


and lost momentum, Tommy Croft 
was given the opportunity to take over 
fourth, but only for a short while. His 
works Uni-Trak Kawasaki broke with 
five minutes left to race. 

Series leader Danny LaPorte was 
spit off his Suzuki RN-420 and onto his 
head on the first lap which left 
“Dynamite” Danny having to work up 
from last place to an eventual 15th. 

Teammate Darrell Shultz suffered 
suspension tuning problems and held 
on to a sixth place’ finish ahead of 
Honda's Gary Semics, Yamaha's Rex 
Staten, Rich Eierstedt on the 
production factory Can-Am and 
Maico’s Denny Swartz. 

Reigning National 500cc‘ Champion 
Rick Burgett was bumped out as 
he charged off with the lead off the 
second moto start, only to find out 
a lap later the race had to be restarted 
because of a malfunctioning starting 
gate. 

On the restart Burgett fell and was 
Jeft in last place as Marty Moates 
gassed his Laurens Offner tuned LOP 
bike out front ahead of Mosier, 
LaPorte, Theiss, Shultz and Kessler. 

Three laps came and went as 
Moates held his lead, but then coming 
off an uphill jump he landed off his 
regular line in a mud bog which nearly 
stopped the bike and let Mosier back 
into the lead again. And, as before, 
Gaylon would not be caught as he led 
the rest of the way to the finish. 

The action behind Mosier remained 
fairly dull for most of the moto until 
near the end when Moates, LaPorte, 
Bell and Shultz broke up the freight 
train they had been running and 
began trading handlebars. 

As the moto played itself out 
LaPorte was holding second place, 
though still feeling shaken from his 
first moto getoff. 

Teammate Shultz might have taken

third, but a flat tire with just two laps 
to go dropped Darrell back to seventh 
behind Bell, Moates, and Steve 
Stackable on the other LOP Yamaha.

Hurst terrorizes Castle Rock TT

CASTLE ROCK, WA, JULY 7 


Brad Hurst slid down in the second turn of the 
second lap, but then turned up the wick on his 
Messler Performance Triumph to go from dead 
last to runaway leader in the 25-lap Castle Rock 


TT National. It was an amazing 
performance and it netted the 
Oregon TT specialist his first 
AMA Grand National Champion- 
ship/Winstown Pro Series win. 


Placing second in the race, Steve 
Eklund kept his series point lead intact 
(141-123 over Randy Goss) and will 
pocket the $8,000 first place prize as 
Winston pays off $25,000 in mid- 


season awards to the top 10 riders. 
Goss finished fourth at Castle Rock to 
pick up the $4,000 second prize. 

Jay Springsteen, who had been 
within a scant few points of Goss going 
into the event, had a disastrous night. 
He was caught in a multi-rider pile-up 
at the start of his heat, and though he 
only sustained some pulled shoulder 
muscles, his factory Harley-Davidson 
was completely demolished. 


Third in the event, which was 
promoted by the Mt. St. Helen’s M.C. 
and held at the Cowlitz County 
Fairgrounds, was Washington's 
Mickey Fay, who elected to ride a 
Triumph. 

A light drizzle delayed time trials, 


and a few drops after the end of the 
second semi led to a quick flopping of 
the schedule (National first, then the 
trophy race), but Castle Rock came 
out on the dry side of the 
unpredictable Pacific Northwest 
weather for the 15th straight time, 


Time trials 

Normally, one of the keys to getting 
a fast qualifying time at Castle Rock is 
to be one of the first out on the track. 
But Hurst figured the light rain had 
changed that, and so he was one of the 
last to take a timed lap. He apparently 
figured right, and came up with fast 
time, a 23.52-second clocking on the 
jumpless course. Hurst was riding a 
very strong-sounding Triumph, owned 








and tuned” by’ Messler Performance 
and featuring a Canadian-made 
Panther frame with a tridngulated 
swingarm. Sponsorship was provided 
by KRW, Lectron, Torco and 
Bradley's. 

Rookie — but a Castle Rock veteran 
— John Wincewicz put a Honda 
XR500 single through its paces to 
come up.with second-fastest time, at 
23.83. Pole positions in the two 
remaining heats also went to Pacific 


Northwest riders, Bernie Larson and 


“Don Dodge. Mickey Fay was fifth 
fastest, ahead of Scott Pearson and 
Hank Scott.

` | Hurst took the holeshot and the lead 
in the first heat as Fay and Eklund 
slashed their way through the first few 
turns to take second and third. The 
race was red-flagged a few laps later, 
apparently due to a minor crash. On 
the single file restart, the top three 
went at it again with Scott Parker 
and Randy Skiver battling over fourth. 

Eklund, riding a Zanotti-Castrol 
Yamaha twin, caught up to Fay’s 
Roger Stanley Triumph and the pair 
fought hard over second, with the 
fight finally being decided in Eklund’s 
favor. Hurst finished with a strong 
lead, while Skiver recovered from a 
momentary bobble to take fourth over 
Parker, 

Scott Pearson caught the 11 other 
men asleep at the start of the second 
heat, but the red flag went out when 
Skip Aksland crashed in the right- 
hander. “Someone T-boned me,” said 
Skip later. His Mert Lawwill-framed 
TT500 was bent up in the crash, so he 
was out for the night. A further delay 
in the program occurred when the 
ambulance had to pick up its only 
passenger of the night, a spectator 
reportedly injured in a fight. 

Pearson was visibly upset — and at 
first refused to go — when he was sent 
to the penalty line on the restart; he 
maintained ‘his front wheel never 
crossed the line. On the restart it was 
Wincewicz and Goss jumping out in 
front of the pack. Wincewicz led the 
first lap, Goss the second, and 
Wincewicz every lap thereafter, 
finishing with a healthy lead on his 
Messler Performance Honda single. 
Goss remained in second, and Pearson 
(H-D West H-D) made his way 
through the pack to take third. Lars 
- Trulson finished fourth. 


The third heat barely got underway 
before chaos broke loose. “Someone in 
front of us missed a shift,” said 
Springsteen afterward. Bikes and 
bodies flew everywhere in the tight 
first turn. All the riders walked away 
from the incident, but only seven of 
the original 12 riders made the restart. 
Springsteen’s bike was horribly bent. 
Corky Keener, Mike Minnig, Brian 
‘Peterson, Jeff Fischer and Jeffery 
Campbell were also eliminated fro: 
the program in the crash. ; 

Gary Scott led Steve Morehead and 
Bernie Larson on the restart, but 
seemingly eliminated himself fromtany 
chance at a transfer by going down 
in the second turn of the second lap 
and finding himself half a lap behind 
the rest of the pack when he got going 
again. ` - 

Hank Scott moved up behind 
Morehead, and then took over the lead 
on the fourth lap. Hank led for 
another lap, but his Triumph coasted 
to a stop on the following circuit and 
Morehead was home free on his 
factory Harley. Don Smith (Lou 
Kinish/Cycle Country Tri) and Frank 
Word (S.O.S. Electric/Jerry Mathe 
Racing Products Yam) had second 
and third seemingly sewed up. 
However, Gary Scott was busy erasing 
the distance the pack had on him and 
with three laps to go, he was fourth. 
On the next lap he was third, on the 











last lap he passed Smith for second. 
Fans were so impressed that they gave 
$50 to AMA’s Bill Boyce to present to 
Scott. 

The final heat saw Rick Hocking 
put his Knight Fabrication Honda into 
the lead over Don Dodge and Mike 
Kidd. Dodge- (Loren Dodge Tri) 
passed Hocking on the second lap and 
held the lead for a few more as Donald 
Brown moved his Honda up to make a 
tight three-way battle for the lead, 
pushing Hocking back to third. With 
three laps to go, the order suddenly 
changed and Brown led Hocking and 
Dodge to the’ flag, in that order. 
Randy Scott and Gary Davis finished 
4-5. 

Junior Invitational 

The 500cc singles proved to be the 
ticket against the restricted 750’s on 
Castle Rock’s tight course. Thomas 
McCullough (Yam) jumped into the 
early lead, with Ray Dugan (Hon) and 
Jeff Haney (Hon) in his wake. Haney

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worked his way to second before a 
temporary failure in the track’s 
lighting system brought out the red 
flag. McCullough led for a couple of 
laps after the restart, but Haney's 
factory XR500 found its way into the 
lead and stayed there. Northern 
California’s Robert Ryan (Tri) and 
Texas’ Don Shobert (Yam) worked 
their way around McCullough to finish 
2-3. 

Semis 

The nation’s leading rookie, Scott 
Parker, jumped into the lead of the 
first semi ahead of Lars Trulson and 
Randy Skiver. Parker stayed in front 
for three laps, but former Castle Rock 
National winner Skiver — who said 
there's no truth to reports that he'll 
retire soon — found his way into the 
lead on the fourth lap. Parker kept his 
Klotz/Wiseco Harley right up against 
the rear tire of Skiver's Vavor & 
Olson/Fox's Drywall Triumph all the 
way up to the final two corners, where 
he bobbled, and let the pressure off, 
allowing Skiver to take the single 
transfer to the National. Trulson 
finished third. 

Gary Davis, Randy Scott and Mike 
Kidd ran 1-2-3 in the opening laps of 
the second semi. Dodge then passed 
Davis and held on to gain the final 
ticket to the National. : 


Trophy race 

Scott Parker had a dream-come- 
partially-true: to put things together 
in the final race of the evening and 
win. However, with the rain-flopped 
program, the final race of the evening 
was the trophy race instead of the 
National. Nonetheless, he jumped into 
the lead and held off the challenges of 
Gary Davis (PME/Pepsi-Cola of 
Eugene Tri), though Davis got around 
him briefly. Davis took a close second 
and Lars Trulson finished third. 


National 


The first attempt at a National start 
was red-flagged after Steve Morehead 
wheelied off the line and tangled with 
Brad Hurst. After another red-flagged 
attempt, the race got underway. 
Morehead jumped into the lead with 
Rick Hocking, Donald Brown and 
Gary Scott leading the pursuit. On the 
second lap, Hurst tangled with Brown 
and fell, but he had his clutch lever 
pulled in before he hit and was quickly 
underway, albeit last. 

Hocking jumped past Morehead to 
assume the lead, while Mickey Fay 
made his appearance in the top three. 
On the following lap, Morehead was 
sandwiched by Fay in front of him and 
Steve Eklund pressuring from behind. 

Eklund was quickly by Morehead 
and soon after that, past Fay as well, 
passing him and Hocking on the same 
lap to take the point position. On the 
same lap that Eklund took over the 
lead, Hurst was up to sixth. Two laps 
later, he was fifth, with only Randy 
Goss, Hocking and Fay separating him 
and Eklund. In another two laps, he 
was third, and a lap later, second. 

Eklund had built up a pretty good 
lead over Fay, but Hurst whittled it to 
nothing within three laps. Going into 
the same turn where he'd fallen, -he 


stuffed it under Eklund and started’ 


pulling away. Eklund, seeing the 
$8,000 in point money and still 
bothered by a right hand injured 
before Middletown, decided not to try 
and berserk it to catch Hurst. So Hurst 
won going away while Eklund finished 
second with a healthy lead over Fay. 
Goss, who had passed Hocking 
midway through the race, finished 
fourth. Gary Scott took sixth behind 
Hocking, and in front of Morehead, 
Randy Scott, Skiver, John Wincewicz 
and Don Smith. Scott Pearson was 
scored 12th after dropping out 
because his shift lever had been 
knocked off with the engine in third 
gear and the subsequent over-revving.

One spectator summed it up. “You 
can quote me on this,” said Corky 
Keener about Hurst's performance, 
“that was the best ride I've seen in my 
career. 


After the race, John Wincewicz 
protested Gary Scott on the grounds 
that Scott went off the track and then 
returned in a different place. Scott 
said that he'd gone off the track only a 
couple of feet while trying to avoid a 


downed rider in the crowded early 
laps. Referee Walt Masterson said he 
would have disqualified Scott — with 
Gary sure to appeal — but it was all 
settled when Wincewicz dropped the 
protest after a lengthy discussion 
among all the parties. e

Round seven 


Roberts loses 
points lead to 
Dutch GP victor 


Ferrari

ASSEN, HOLLAND, JUNE 23 


Kenny Roberts lost his 500cc World Champion- 
ship points lead at the Dutch TT at Assen when 
the Yamaha mounted star slumped to eighth 
place in a race dominated by Britain’s Barry 


Sheene and the young Italian 
Virginio Ferrari on their Suzukis. 


It was Ferrari, who held a 
slender one 10th of a second ad 


vantage at the end of the exciting 16- 
lap battle, but Sheene made sure that 
he knew he had been in a race! 


With Roberts in serious trouble with 


_ the handling on his Yamaha after the 


monoshock unit failed, it was left to 
the Suzuki brigade, led by Sheene, 
Ferrari and Dutch heroes Wil Hartog 
and Boet van Dulmen to get a record 
breaking pace. ; 

It was the white leathered figure of 
Hartog who took control from the 
start, with Sheene tucked in behind 
him, and Ferrari, van Dulmen and 
Roberts trailing behind. 

Sheene was the first to break Rober- 
ts’ existing lap record, as he closed the 
gap on Hartog. He lapped at 2m 
55.7s, but two laps later, Ferrari went 
quicker still as he moved from third 
place to first, slicing a fifth of a second 
off the record. 

Back came Sheene on lap six with a 
2m 55.1s lap that took him to within a 
second of Ferrari, but the Italian had 
something in reserve. 

Virginio galloped round the 4.9- 
mile van Drenthe circuit in a 
staggering 2m 54.5s, close -on three 
seconds better than the previous 
record. : 

But impressive though this was, it 
still wasn’t good enough to shake off 
Sheene. Riding at his very best, Barry 
nibbled away at Ferrari's one time 
five-second lead to take command a 
lap from home. 

“I knew early on that the Suzuki fac- 
tory would be unappreciative if I beat 
Ferrari home in view of the current 
championship positions. So I decided 
to pass him, if I could, and then slow 
down at the last chicane to let him 
win,” explained Barry after the race. 

_ But the former 500cc champion had 


no chance to put his scheme into : 


operation. Ferrari's forceful attempt 
to regain the lead convinced Sheene 
that he was prepared to make every 
sacrifice for victory, and the British 
ace moved wide to avoid a possible in- 
cident. 

Even so the gap at the flag was only 
one tenth of a second, and another lap 
might well have seen a different result. 

Third home was Hartog, who drop- 
ped back from number one spot to 
fourth, mainly as a result of serious 
handling and brake problems, But he 
wasn't the only Suzuki factory rider to 
be unhappy with the way their bikes 
behaved. 


“It was a good race,” said Ferrari, 


“But I had the same problems as I had 
in practice, in Yugoslavia last week 
and Spain. The bike chops badly on 
corners, but why we are not sure. I 
think it was 50 percent tires, 50 
percent suspension,” said the very 
cheerful Italian afterwards. 

For three laps, Boet van Dulmen on 
his Suzuki held third spot, but Hartog 
found his second wind, and six laps 
from home overtook his fellow coun- 
tryman. ; 

Boet was impressive as ever, but 
this time his luck did not desert him, 
and he ran the full distance to finish 
fourth, well clear of another fine ride 
from Swiss Philippe Coulon (Suzuki) 
showing the sort of form he had before 
his big crash in Sweden two years ago. 


A third Dutchman, Jack Mid- 
delburg, looked set for fifth place till 
mechanical gremlins struck, and he 
was passed by first Coulon, and.then 
Franco Uncini in the last three laps. 

But Roberts was so far behind that 
he could not take advantage of Mid- 
delburg's misfortune. Kenny had shat- 
tered the lap, in practice to go on pole 
position. The bike was in perfect con- 
dition then, but as soon as the race 
began the handling was so bad that he 
slumped down field at an alarming 
rate, and looked set at one stage to 
drop out of the points altogether. 


In fact Christian Sarron on another 
works Yamaha actually passed him on 
the eleventh lap, to make him ninth, 
but then someone got the message, 
and the Frenchman eased off to let the 
World Champion go ahead. 

Sarron finished ninth. chased home 
by Steve Parrish looking more 
aggressive and sharper than he has 
done all season on the GP trail, on the 
other Suzuki GB machine. 

Records fell in every other solo class, 
too, but it was the sidecar event that 
gave Britain still more prestige. A 
round of tue B2A (conventional) 
sidecar championship race was won by 
reigning world champion Rolf Biland 
(Yamaha). 

But behind him came West German 
Rolf Steinhausen (Yamaha) chased 
home by Jock Taylor (Fowler Yamaha) 
and Dick Greasley (Chell Yamaha). 

Early pace maker Werner Schwarzel 
blew up his Yamaha at the end of the 
third lap, leaving Steinhausen a brief 
moment of glory till Biland, after a 
slow start hurtled past, and pulled 
away. 

For a while it looked as though 
Taylor, passengered once again by lit- 
tle Jamie Neil, might catch 


Steinhausen. But once the German. 


saw the signal that the gap was down 
to six seconds he turned the wick, and 
opened an 11-second advantage. le 

Greasley and passenger John 
Parkins (Yamaha) made a very poor 
start, and by the end of the second lap 
were still down in seventh spot. By 
hurrying on like an express train, 
“Greasy Dick" had moved to fourth 
place, and had Taylor in his sights by 
the chequered flag. 

Derek Jones, with Brian Ayres in the 
Yamaha chair, grabbed 12th place 
following a slow start, but poor Mick 
Boddice, chaired by Charlie Birks lost 
his chance of a good result after 
someone had switched the plug leads 
over, unknown to him, in the paddock 
before the race. 

If Kawasaki thought that the 250cc 
championship was a foregone con- 
clusion this season, they were proved 
wrong for the second week in suc- 
cession. 

Italian Graziano Rossi (Morbidelli) 
blew off the opposition leaving Gregg 
Hansford and Kork Ballington 
fighting their own duel for second 
spot, ten seconds or more behind. 

Rossi and his machine were superb. 
He took the lead from the Kawasaki 
pair on the first lap, and never looked 
like being beaten. Ħis win hoists him 
to third place in the table, and the way 
he and the bike are going Kawasaki 
cannot be certain of retaining that 
title. 

Hansford nipped ahead of 
Ballington on the last lap to take 
second spot, with Kork in his slip- 
stream. Fourth was Anton Mang, on 
yet another Kawasaki, and fifth place 
went to still another Green Meanie, 
ridden by Jean Francois Balde. 

Close behind Balde was Patrick 
Fernandez (Yamaha) who took to the 
grass at the chicane, in sigħt of the 
finishing line after a race-long-battle. 
He stayed on board to finish sixth. 

Fernandez was even more impressive 
in the earlier 350cc race. Race leader 
Kork Ballington was forcèd to stop on 
the opening lap, when his Kawasaki 
engine seized, Patrick was then down 
in eighth place. By.the end of the fifth 
lap, though, he had climbed to third 
and was putting the pressure on 
second place man Anton Mang 
(Kawasaki). 

Fernandez took Mang on the tenth 
lap, but there was no way he could 
catch Gregg Hansford (Kawasaki), 
who was pulling away from the pack at 
the rate of three seconds a lap. 

Patrick's runner-up spot cuts 
Ballington's championship lead to just 
eight points, and Hansford's victory 





moves him into fourth place, one point 
behind Anton Mang. 

Third home in the race was Walter 
Villa (Yamaha) looking as good as 
ever, with Anton Mang holding off 
Michel Frutschi (Yamaha) in the 
closing stages, to stay fourth. 

Australians Graeme McGregor and 
Jeff Sayle were next home, and both 
made a big impact on their first Dutch 
TT visit. 

Opening the day's programme, 
before a crowd of more than 130,000 
fans, was the 50cc race won by 
Eugenio Lazzarini (Kreidler) but only 
after little Ricardo Tormo had grab- 
bed too big a handful of front brake 
on the fourth lap and crashed his 
Bultaco. 


But then Tormo had opened up a 
12s lead, and looked firmly in com- 
mand. Lazzarini consolidated his title 
lead with his win, but the scrap for 
second place between Frenchman 
Patrick Plisson (ABF) and Swiss Rolf 
Blatter (Kreidler) which- went in 
Plisson's favour, was the dice which 
captivated the crowd. 

Lazzarini’s teammate in the Van 
Veen squad, German Gerhard 
Waibel, lost his chance of adding to 
his score when the crankshaft broke on 
the third lap, when lying third, 

Tormo made amends for his 
mistake in the 125cc event which 
followed. He couldn't beat fellow 
countryman Angel Nieto (Minarelli) 
who won his seventh successive 125cc 
race to maintain a maximum score, 
but he tried. 

At the flag the Bultaco factory rider 
had cut Nieto’s lead to just 244s, but 
Nieto had things under control. Third 
was Italina Maurizio Massimiani 
(MBA), after Thierry Espie crashed 
the Motobecane. 

Determination, and a slice of good 
luck saw Clive Horton (Morbidelli) 
finish tenth, and claim his first well 
deserved championship point of the 
year. ®
